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ABSTRACT 

Classical bibliographical Arabic sources, for instance, 
mtab al-Fihrist (written in 10th c.) by Ibn Nadim, ‘uyun al-anba’ 
fl tabaqat al-atibba’ (written in 13th c.) by Ibn Abi Usaybia give quite an 
appreciable information about Indian (Ayurvedic) physicians and their 
works. In a recent biobibliography History of Arabic writings (in German, 
Leiden 1970) by Fuat Seagin (Frankfurt) ; the following well-known 
Ayurved are listed ; Chanakya (in Arabic Shanaq), Susruta, Charaka (in 
Arabic sharik al-Hindi), Vagbbhata (in Arabic Astankar), Madhava, Vrnda, 
Mankah Salab bio B tbla al-Hindi (Indian name not known, flourished in 
Harun al-Rashid’s time 8-9ih c,) Srishagavadatta, Bahlindas al-Hindi, 
Kankah Isthar al-Hindi and Zantah. Gezoin gives not only the original 
Arabic sources in which the afore-mentioned cholare have been dealt bat 
also a short introduction to their work in this chapter : Indian sources. 
He opines on the influence of Indian medicine on Arabic-lslamic (called 
in India Unani) medicine and he supports the view of the Austrian historian 
of medicine, Max Meyerhof, who says ; “The ii^uence of Indian medicine 
does not appear to be very large and to be confined mainly to the druce.” 
Moreover, a number of Unani standard works, like Rabbas at-Taban’s 
Flrdaws al-Hihoiidi (9th. c), Abu Bakr Muh. bia Zakariya al-Razi's Kita'b 
8)-H«wi (9th c.), Abu All al-Husayn iba Sina’sKItab ai-Qanun (llth c.), 
mention the Indian medicine, particularly Indian pharmacopoeia. 

{Paper presented at the International Conference on Traditional Medicine, 
held at Madras, on January 23-25, 19S6.) 
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In this paper, however, we are interested in pointing out those 
Indo-Persian sources of Unani medicine, which allude or treat the indi- 
genous Indian naedicine. Researches in the last 2-3 decades have shown 
that the Muslim haktms on coming to -India in the Sultanat (pre-Mughal) 
period and also in the Mughal period got themselves well-acquainted with 
Ayurveda. In the following, we list the most important sources : Majmn’a- 
i-Sharasi, (early I4th c.), Majmu’a-iDiya’s (1336), Tib-i Shahabi (1388), 
Sbifa’s al-Khani (1392), M’adan »1-Shlfa Sikandar Shahi (1512), Tibb-i 
Farlshta (1590), Tibb-i Darashifcohi (1 642-52), Shifa’-i Mahnmdi (1658), Tibb-i 
Hindi (1700), TIbb-i Aurangazebi (17th c.), TIbb-i Vedic (19th c ). 

After presenting the technftal details of a few most important 
sources, we discuss by using those works the following points : 

1. In India the interaction between Ayurveda & Unani Tibb was not 
confined only to the listing of Indian drugs in indo-Persian sources, but 
also study of those drugs from the standpoint of Unani theory : tempera- 
ments qualities like dry, hot etc. Thus the Indian medical plants & drugs 
became essential parts of uaajai pharmacopoeia. 

2. Glossaries of Arabic-Persian & Sanskrit/Hindi for drugs and diseases 
were compiled. 

3. Along with the Unani Tibb, Ayurveda was also practised by V^aids at 
the courts of Muslim rulers and hospitals established by them. For 
instance Maha Chandra, Jaja ' (Chacha), Mukundas (in Bengal) and Sri 
Bhat (in Kashmir), to name a’few. 

4. Department of translations from Sanskrit to Persian were established 
at certain places in India. 

In conclusion we recall that those efforts culminated when FCakim 
Ajmal Khan held an All India Ayurvedic Unani Medical Conference 
in 1910 which led to the estabiishinent of a college of Unani & Ayurvedic 
Medicine at Delhi, Later Abdul Hamid (d. 1940) of Aztei family assisted 
the U.P. Govt, in establis,hing an Ayurvedic School in Haridwar & 
a College in Banaras.

Pre-eminence of the Arabic Script 

Like the icons of most other faiths such as Hinduism or Chrisiianity 
(Cathelicism) script also represented power. Scholar Anthony Welcii 
affirms that its prominent use to write the divine message of the Quran - of 
course endowed it with extraordinary strength and transcendent signi- 
ficance, from this world’s manifold possibilities Allah had chosen it. and 
the Arabic language it initially expressed, as the vehicle for his final 
revelation. Thus, whether understood as content or simply perceived as 
form, the Arabic script carried with it an implicit affirmation of authority. 
That this was early clear is indicated by Hadith. When the Prophet 
intended to write to the Romans, it was said to him that they would not read 
his letter if it did not bear a seal. So he ordered a ring of silver to be made 
and its impress was Muhammad the Messenger of Allah. 


By the end of the seventh century A.D. the Arabic alphabet had 
assumed this role, and a decree from the caliph Abd al-Malik ordered 
that Arabic should be the administrative language of Islam and that 
epigraphic statement should replace the portrait of the ruler on coins; 

The religions aspect of writing of the Holy Quran 

The writing of the Qnran was a pious act, in which not only 
professional scribes but also rulers and the more ordinary devout and 
literate Muslims engaged. The '^vrittng of the asma aUhusna (the ninety- 
nine most beautiful names of Allah) as well as the names of the Prophet, 
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his kin and the imams were also favoured religious activities, while a 
beautiful rendering of the bismillah (the words “in the name of the Allah” 
that begin the Quran almost every pious statement, and, until modern 
times every book) was thought to bring forgiveness of sins. Calligraphic 
ability was closely connected with piety. A large measure of contempla- 
tive life centered on the written word, for observation of verses from the 
Quran and the names of Allah and holy persons constituted one of the 
most used aesthetic roads to religious experience; like the icon, the 
epigraph in content and formal harmonics functioned as a manifestation 
of the intangible and eternal divine. 

The Arabic script 

The Arabic script written from right to left is a flowing continuum 
of ascending verticals, descending curves, and temperate horizontals, 
achieving a measured balance between static perfection of individual form 
and paced and rhythmic movement. There is great variability in form : 
words and letters can be compacted to a dense knot or drawn out to great 
length ; they can be angular or curving ; they can be small or large ; the 
range of possibilities is almost infinite, and the scribes of Islam labored 
with passion to unfold the promise of the script. 

Whoever has an opportunity to look into text of a Holy Quran written 
by a master will be at once impressed with the Arabic script. Irrespective 
of the illumination rendered, the fine colours used or the embellishment of 
the page or the very design of the text with uniform space* limited number 
of lines, the script itself has an elegance and fine formations. Scholars 
described the Arabic script as above. 


Modern scholarship has established that the Arabic script is derived 
from the Aramaic Nabataean alphabet in use in the early centuries of the 
Christian era in the lands immediately to the east of the Jordan River. 
Major development of bath Arabic language and script took place in the 
pre-lslamic Arab kingdom of the Lakhraids, which occupied a large area 
south and west of the Euphrates, and then spread throughout the Arabian 
peninsula. 
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History of Calligraphy 

According to art critics, the art of the holy land of Islam begins with 
calligraphy. It is an important fact that the glorious Quran is the 
first complete and systematic manuscript of the Arabic world. 

The peculiar sacred character of calligraphy stems from this reason 
that **the first thing created by God was the qalam*’. The old biblical 
concept of the word, typical of the Quran, as well as of Islamic tradition, 
is interpreted by the Muslims and ‘AH Ibn Abi-Talib has named or ascribed 
as the originator of the one and only writing - but also a master calli- 
grapher, the initiator of the special ^‘Kufie” style, Ali Ibn Abi-Talib, like 
other masters, had his pupils and his descendants, the second, fourth and 
eighth Imams, who kept up this “divine’’ style of writing. 

According to one of the most reliable Arabian sources, the FIHRIST 
of al-Nadim, the outstanding exponent of the art in Islam was the calli- 
grapher of the Medina Mosque. “The first calligrapher of repute to make 
copies of the Quran in the first century of Islam was Khalid-ibn Abu 
ahSayyaj. Sa’d had sent himself to copying Qurans, poems, chronicles for 
al-Walid tbn Abd al-Malik. It was he who laid out the inscription on the 
south wall of the Mosque of Prophet in letters of gold. 

“By the Sun and its Splendour”, and so on right upto the end of the 
Quran. 


TALIQ STYLE 

The inventor of Taliq style may be Khwaja Taj-i-Salmani, a native 
of Isfahan, who wrote elegantly. It is said that it was developed from the 
Riqa and Tauqi which styles were existing then independently. 

When it became the turn of Khwaja Abd-al-Hayy, he found the 
preportions, elegance and canons of this script, A chain of writers in 
Taliq followed these two masters. The Khwaja was a native of the town 
of Believers, Astarabad. There exist two varieties (ravish) of his writing. 
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of which the first is characterized by extreme lusciousness and movement. 
In this variety charters and orders of the late Sultan Abu Said Gurkan 
were written. Thus, too wrote the raunshis of Koorasan, such as Maulana 
Darvish, Mir-Mansur, Khwaja Jan Jibrail and others. The second (variety) 
is distinguished by firmness, maturity, solidity, and taste (chashni) and it 
was used in the orders of the late sovereign Hasan-bek, Sultan Yaqub, and 
other Aq-qoyunlu sultans. The munishis of Azarbayjan and Iraq, and 
especially Shykh Muhammed Taminii, Maulana fdris, and others followed 
that model. Khwaja ‘Abd al-Hayy’ became world famous through 
conducting the correspondence of Sultan Abu-Said. There were twu) 
opinions to say in his art he w^as the Yaqut of his time and none had 
equaled him. 


GHUBAR STYLE 

The finest variety of Arabic writing, is, however the Ghubar style. 
In this script very minute fetters are written in such a way that they form 
the outline of the bigger letters. Seen from a distance small letters look 
like dust particles and hence the script has been named as Ghubar (dust). 
A beautiful example of this .writing is in the National Museum bearing Acc. 
No. 57.44/6. 


TLGRA 

The most ingenious use of the Arabic script is the one known as 
Tughra. In this script a sentence from the Holy Quran or a common 
prayer is written in such a way that the composition forrris the out line of 
a bird or an animal or some flower. Such Tughra wrrtings are used as 
amulets to ward oiff evif spirits, as well as decoration pieces. Tughra is 
also commonly used in seals w^here names are engraved in beautiful and 
fantastic ways, requiring a good deal of decipheringi A simple but very 
good specimen of Tughra writing dated AH. 1254 (A.D. I831J) is by 
Jmamuddin where a single line is composed of the words Allah, ^fuhammad, 
Abu Bakr ‘Umar ‘Uthman and :Ali.- 
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NASTALIQ STYLE 

Talented calligrahers of Iran in century evolved the Nastaliq 

of more fluent script that was easily a perfect one. Before it, the Taliq a 
new type of letter appeared * in * Persia in the I lih century. In this 
particular style each word seerns to: droop. 

In about mid 14th century a celebrated calligrapher of Tabriz, 
Khwaja Mir Ali introduced a character proposed as synthesis between 
Taliq and the normal Naskhi from -out of these the name of Nastaliq was 
derived. 

Khwaja Mir Ali Tabrize the inventor of the Nastaliq style of writing 
taught his son '‘Ubaydullah, and the latter became. an outstanding (master 
of this art Maulana Jafar was the pupil of Ubaydullah and Maulana 
Azhar. 


It was this letter of Nastaliq came to be used particularly in the 
innumerablcs illustrated manuscripts of the Shah-namah, the work of 
Nizami and other Persian poets. Though curvise, the Nastaliq possesses 
the clearness, stability and fitness of a good printing characters and was 
conceived specifically as a worthy accompaniment to the magnificent 
miniatures not only in the Persian manuscripts but also with the Moghul 
miniatures and paintings and books. The hanging Nastaliq in which such 
verses could be written best, could be used for merely decorative purposes, 
and the calligraphers competed with each other Jn the production of single 
pages which contain only ■ a few lines of. lyrics, usually put away on the 
paper, in various combinations of letter and background. 

For all the countries under Persian cultural influence Nastaliq 
remained as script although regional diflTercnces are visible, and each area 
or school invented slight variations,. This.is. ture of India with the Moghuls 
and the Master scribes that were emirfoyed by the Bijapur Sultans-the Adil 
Shahs and Golconda-Qutbshahis. The script was very rarely used for 
Arabic phrases, and rirtually never for the Quran. 

The Nastaliq script is so fine and that It consumes murh time 

of a calligrapher and this compelled Iranis to invent another script. 
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The new born Shikasth script is simple and easy to take dictations, 
writing letters and preparing notes. 

Nastaliq is a rounder script than Naskh. Abul Fazl mentions that 
'‘His Majesty, Emperor Akbar showed great regard for the art of calligraphy 
and took great interest in different systems of writing. Nastaliq has espe- 
cially received a new impetus under him. The artist who, in the shadow of 
the throne of His Majesty, has become a master of calligraphy is Muhammad 
Hussain of Kashmir.” The specimens of this writing are considered 
valuable possessions all over the world. A beautiful specimen of his writing 
are considered valuable possessions all over the world. A beauirfui specimen 
in Nastaliq in the National Museum Acc. No. 57. 88/4, is autographed by 
Muhammad Husain Akbar Shahi. The seven-line text in shining black is 
written on a mount of brownish tint, with gold decorations. The text 
enclosed in a deep gre) herder is decorated with creeper designs in gold. 


SHIKASTA 

For nomal use, however, Nastaliq was simplified or, as the scholar 
faced with the results of this current would rather say, made more 
complicated. The so-called Shikasta, “broken” was invented, according to 
tradition, by Shafia of Herat in the early seventeenth century, and its most 
beautiful examples go back to the early eighteenth century. With 
complicated ligatures and an unpredictable alternation of loose and dense 
combinations of letters, words and sentences, this style reminds one more 
of a modern abstract painting than intelligible writing. This is particularly 
so, when some lines are added in a counter direction so as to cross or 
overlap with the main body of the text. 

During the time when Shikasta developed as the typical tool of 
modern Persian lettering the calligraphers never ceased to created new 
forms : 


However, the Shikasta style is a simplification of the Nastaliq in 
which the letters are rarely disconnected from each other. At a glance at 
first sight the style looks as having been written in a careless way ; but only 
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a trained hand with much practice alone can write Shikasta hand in ai 
artistic fashion. 

A variety of the Nastaliq is Shikasta which is a cursive script and i^ 
diflScult read.

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CONSERVATIOM OF 
PAPER MANUSCRIPTS

For an understanding of the conservation of paper Manuscripts it 
is necessary to get to know of the components of the paper and its fibre. 


Components of papei 

Paper is made of fibrous materials like cotton, wood bamboo, straw 
and the like materials. Cellulose is one of the most important constituents of 
paper fibres. Starch, Sugar, lignum and a few carbohydratc.s also constitute 
paper fibre. Lignurti is present in wood, and is more vulnerable to insects 
etc., than cellulose. Cellulose paper is, therefpre, considered safer for 
preservation. 


Dfstroctive agencies 

Insects, fungus, dust, moisture, h,cat, and lights are said to be 
destructive agencies of paper manuscripts. The methods of conservation of 
palm leaf manuscripts may, to some extent, be useful for conservation of 
paper manuscripts also. However, depending on the nature of paper fibres, 
separate- methods of conservation are to- be followed. 


Canscs for weakening of paper 

As age advances paper becomes .yellow and brittle. The presence of 
acidity is the main cause of weakening . 0/ paper. Owing to the presence of 
sulphuric gases in the atmosphere or due t-a the incomplete removal, of 
chemicals used in the process of paper manufacture, acidity develops in the 
paper content. Litmus test reveals the presence of acidity in the weakened 
paper.

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The formation of fungus on the manuscript leaves and covers is 
another menace. High temperature and high relative humidity in the 
atmosphere may be responsible for fungus formation on the manuscripts 
leave as white and green fluffy patches. Dehumidification by air- 
conditioning the manuscripts room will successfully inhibit fungus growth. 
Stagnant air should be avoided by using fans. Fungicides like Penta 
Chlorophenol solution made of eihyl alcohol may be sprayed or brushed on 
manuscripts. 


Prevention of fading of Ink 

In mDSt of the old Manuscripts, the ink fades away. It is not due to 
the soaking of manuscripts in water. Soaking can be dried up by exposure 
to required amount of heat and light. But fading away of the ink is mainly 
due to direct or indirect exposure to sunlight which should be avoided. 
Uitra-voilet rays cause damage not only to the ink but also to paper 
material. 


Mending and Boob Binding 

Mending of manuscript is a continuous process in any manuscripts 
Library, Paper manuscripts require careful mending and binding. Old 
paper leaves become brittle and are easily broken to pieces* Such pieces 
are attached to each other by means of transperent tissue paper through 
which the script is visible and readable. Materials which attract insecticides 
should be totally avoided in the process of mending or binding, for re- 
binding of old books, mending methods with pieces of chiffon cloth are 
followed. 

Well established Manuscripts Libraries and Archives have their 
menders and book binders exclusively meant for repairing the manuscripts 
and restoring them to the extent possible* To avoid frequent handling, 
copies of xerox or microfilm arc made available to readers. 

Most of the scholars have their own home libraries in which 
manuscript copies and oM printed books are in dilapidated condition. 
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An acquaintance with the methods of conservation of manuscripts 
will help the scholars for preservation of their own home libraries.

ABSTRACT 

A manuscript library was opened by the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh ten years back with the name Andhra Pradesh Government Oriental 
Manuscripts Library and Research Institute and efforts are going on to 
develop it by acquiring more and more manuscripts lying scattered at 
different places in the State, A study showed that the library has 36 
manuscripts dealing with the subject of Ayurveda. Many of them are 
popular works and printed already. The works of Gelauangala Mangala- 
giri Suri appear to be unknown to the Ayurvedic field till now and require 
detailed e.xamination and study which may prove valuable for the history of 
Ayurveda. Works by Tata Suryanarayana and Mudumba Sarangacaryulu 
also appear to be very useful new works. 


Aurvedic Material in A.P.Q.O.M.L & R I., 
Hyderabad 

In Andhra Pradesh and particularly in Telangana area the survey for 
manuscripts has not been done thoroughly. During the middle part of this 
century, few scholars toured important places and collected some manu- 
scripts. Many villages and several families of scholors, physicians and 
experts in other sciences like astrology etc,, remained untouched and the 
treasure of literature preserved with these families has been lost. I had the 
occasion to visit several families of hereditary physicians to collect their 
family history and also manuscripts. Many of them were not prepared to

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hand over the manuscripts to any individual or institution and they were 
not in a position to preserve'them properly or study them or copy them. 
In many cases, the descendants and successors, who happened to be 
ignorant of the value of the manuscripts, threw them into wells or tanks 
when they found effected by worms etc. 


The opening and development of the Andhra Pradesh Oriental 
Manuscripts Library atid Research Institute by the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh is a laudable step. Efforts are going on from the beginning of this 
Research Institute to develop it by acquisition of more manuscripts. 


Since 1 have been devoting myself to the collection of information of 
Ayurvedic manuscripts and to the study of available valuable manuscripts 
as one of my activities, I visited the Institute in its early days. The number 
of Ayurvedic manuscripts then, was negligible. Recently I visited the 
Library of the Institute and have made a survey of Ayurvedic manuscripts. 
There are number of valuable manuscripts requiring study and research.
